(Continued from F irst Page.) 
price for his “ money crop.” 
By following: this method, the pro­ 
duction of cotton would become an 
intensive 
instead 
of 
an 
extensive 
operation. 
B etter cotton would be 
grow n. 
More cotton would be pro­ 
duced on few er acres. 
It would be 
more carefully picked and m arketed 
in b e tte r fashion. 
In this la tte r connection, we be­ 
lieve it p e rtinent to re fe r to the ex­ 
pansion of cotton grow ing in the 
Southw est, particularly w estern T ex­ 
as 
and 
w estern 
Oklahoma. 
The 
m ethods th a t have been adopted in 
these areas in the last few years 
constitute an offense to economic 
sense and a d e trim e n t to cotton p ro ­ 
ducers throu gh ou t the rest of the 
belt. 
Cotton has been aptly called 
the “ fabric of civilization.” 
It is 
too precious a product to be mauled 
and mangled in the fashion prevail­ 
ing in those districts. 
The land is 
broken by tracto rs and gang plows, 
w ith cotton 
seeded in row? miles 
long, never chopped and left prac­ 
tically w ithout cultivation. 
With the 
em ploym ent of machinery, vast area s 
are planted and production left to 
Providence. 
Two men can plow and 
seed more than scores can pick. 
As a result, the cotton is not pick­ 
ed. 
H arvesting is a m atter of “ snap­ 
ping” or “ sledding.” 
In the older 
cotton districts, the bottom crop is 
carefully 
picked, 
then 
the 
middle 
crop, and possibly the top crop, all 
gathered by hand. 
In the “ indus­ 
trialized” cotton districts, it is neces­ 
sary to wait until all the cotton is 
open. 
By the time the top cotton 
is open, the bottom crop has been 
exposed to grade damage from rains 
and storms. 
Then the sleds are run 
over 
the 
rows 
and 
bolls, 
leaves, 
branches and 
tra -h are 
ruthlessly 
scraped off into the bed, and the a g ­ 
glom eration piled up in the fields 
until it can be hauled to the clean­ 
ing establishments. 
This product is not cotton as the 
world has come to know it. 
It is 
an inferior, trashy fibre th a t depres­ 
ses the price of every bale grown by 
the hard-working, conscientious cot­ 
ton 
grower. 
The 
absurdity 
and 
w astefulness of the operation can be 
realized only if one would attem pt 
to visualize the effect on the silk 
m arket if the producers of Japan, 
Franc* and Italy should attem pt to 
“ industrialize” their operation 
and 
strip the m ulberry trees of cocoons, 
leaves and branches and attem pt to 
thresh out silk from the collection. 
Common sense and due regard for 
the public w elfare 
would 
provide 
ample supplies of good cotton, pros­ 
perity for the growers, and a prod­ 
uct th a t would be acceptable to the 
textile industry. 
First, the producers 
of the older part of the belt should 
adopt the policy of making prim ary 
pr v ision for their home living from 
their farm s, with surplus energies 
and surplus land devoted to cotton. 
In the newer areas, no more cotton 
should be grown than can be picked 
either by hand or by some mechanical 
means th at will result in no damage 
to 
the 
raw 
material. 
Wholesale 
farm ing by tractors and gang plows 
and 
wholesale 
gathering 
because 
picking facilities are d e sc e n t, result 
in wa-te that reacts on every produc­ 
er in the belt. 
Such methods do 
m<*re to depress the price of cotton 
than all the mythical hears ever cen* 
jur<d up in the imagination of the 
s« lf seeking demagogue. 
We can o ffer to the cotton growers 
of the South no New Y ear’s greeting 
of deeper import than to extend the 
hope th a t the producers in the older 
districts may pay m ajor heed to their 
home living, with cotton as a su r­ 
plus crop, and the growers in the 
newer area restricting their cultural 
operations to their ability to gather 
the crop so that they will have a 
m arketable product. 
If the latter 
can not be done voluntarily, restric­ 
tive measure? should be adopted. 
lf this procedure is followed, the 


Southern grow er will obtain a price 
fo r his product com m ensurate with 
its value, providing a ju st rew ard 
for his efforts.

HINTS ON ADVERTISING FARM 
PRODUCTS. 


By Herbert C. Klatt. 
The sale of fa rm products through 
advertising d irect is assum ing larger 
and larger proportions for the r pa-«on 
th a t by this m eans the farm er can 
get a b e tter price for his products 
than possible in the local middlem an 
m arket. 
And because he can u n d er­ 
sell the retail m arket he is usually 
able to dispose of his goods easi' . 
So 
the 
essentials 
of 
success 
are 
honest dealings in an honest product 
at a reasonable price. 
Then of to u r -e 
it is necessary to consider com peti­ 
tion. 
The best possible product and 
honest dealings tog ether 
with 
the 
lowest possible price should be the 
standard. 
O ther com petition can not 
last. 
It should be remember! d th at 
th e greater p rofit lies in large sales 
• >n a small margin ra th e r than few 
sales and a large margin. 
T he 
farm 
g apers, 
the 
country 
weeklies and the city dailies are the 
usual mediums for advertising the 
farm products. 
Basically there are 
two ways to advertise, namely small 
space in the larger and higher rate 
papers and large space in tho smaller 
and lower rate papers. 
Assuming 
th a t the product is one for full or 
whole 
season 
sale 
which 
requires 
regular advertising, the small ail in 
a large paper will reach fa r more 
people than could he reached at the 
same total cost of the same size ad 
in the smaller papers but its value 
and effectiveness is usually greatly 
offset 
by 
the 
g reater am ount 
of 
competitive advertising and the le s ­ 
ser chance it has of being even as 
much as read in the great maze 
of advertising. 
L arger space in small 
papers is available by reason of the 
lower rates and though 
it lacks the 
circulation of large papers, it may 
be every hit as, or even more effec­ 
tive, because of its conspicuousness 
and more complete description, sales 
argum ent and price list. 
The latter 
method has not been used as much 
as the form er hut it is coming into 
favor, with the realization of its 
importance. 
The nature of the prod­ 
uct must be lik e n into consideration 
when determ ining the plan to follow-. 
A great weakness of m any adver­ 
tisers is their reluctance to name 
the price or prices of their product 
direct in their advertising. 
There 
are of course dfferen t motives in 
doing this such as preventing com­ 
petitors from finding out prices too 
readily, and to get the prospective 
custom er to 
write 
first 
for 
more 
elaborate sales argum ent to justify 
the perhaps somewhat higher prices 
that would not look well in ad v er­ 
tising. 
But on the whole it would 
seem that there should he no reluc­ 
tance about giving prices direct in 
the advertising when these are such 
as can honestly stand up by them ­ 
selves— the only kind of prices to 
have. 
Bale of small lots or single articles 
are perhaps hest accomplished by one 
or two complete ads in a largely cir­ 
culated paper or a g re a te r num ber 
of small ads in a local or small paper 
perhaps with 
view to the g reater 
desirability of local sal**. 
Small items 
could of course only he profitably 
advertised in the sm aller papers and 
this is one of their distinct phases 
of service which might profitably he 
taken advantage of to sell odd Tots 
and single articles.

consideration, the acreage devoted to 
cotton can be what it may, for it 
will take care of itself.

the 
grow er concentrates on cotton, giv­ 
ing it precedence over all other pro­ 
duction, with view to exchange this 
cotton for his living necessities, his 
vegetables, fruit, meat products and 
other commodities 
which 
his

farm could provide. 
There may be times when indus­ 
trialization of the farm is to be de­ 
fended. 
This would be when cotton 
commands a price fa r above produc­ 
tion costs, say from 25c to 35c per 
pound. 
The Southern farm er, under 
such conditions, might be justified 
in devoting all his attention to cot­ 
ton, taking a gamble on the price, 
with a view to selling his output a t 
$125, or $175 per bale, and buying 
feed for his mules and getting his 
butter, 
eggs 
and 
condensed 
milk 
from the country merchant. 
With cotton around twelve or th ir­ 
teen cents, such procedure is folly 
th at can lead only to disaster. 
The 
grower is merely adding to surplus 
in a glutted m arket and m ortgaging 
his labor to his supply m erchant for 
products which he can produce more 
cheaply and more efficienlty himself. 
Crop diversification in the South 
has made considerable progress in 
the last two decades. 
It is still woe­ 
fully 
deficient, 
however. 
Some 
figures 
compiled 
by 
an 
Arkansas 
banker on this subject are illum inat­ 
ing and distressing. 
According to 
this compilation, there are in the 
South today about 2,500,000 farm ers. 
About 1,870,000 of these are engag­ 
ed in the production of cotton. 
It 
is apalling to note that of this num ­ 
ber over 590,000 farm ers, or 2 3 % , 
make no attem pt to cultivate a g a r­ 
den.

no hogs. About one-third, or 950.000, 
raise no chickens. 
We could extend 
the catalogue further, but the exhibit 
above is sufficient to illustrate our 
point.

surplus for which cash or groceries 
could he obtained, the average cot­ 
ton producer would fortify himself 
against the evil effects of crop fail­ 
ure or decline in prices, and at the 
same time control the production of 
cotton so that he would get a fair 
(Continued on Last Page.)
